New York, January 30.—The issuance 
of coal cards to manufacturers and pri- 
ority orders in behalf of apartment 
houses are being considered by local 
fuel administrators to provide an equal 
distribution of the meager daily ooal 
supply that reaches New York. 

A. H. Wiggin, state fuel administra- 
tor, admitted that the coal situation 
was sO serious that it might be neces- 
sary to distribute coal cards to manu- 
facturers.

STRIKE MOVEMENT 
RAPIDLY SPREADS 
THROUGH GERMANY 


London January 31.—A dispatch to 
The Daily Express from Geneva reports 
that there have been clashes between 
soldiers and strikers in the suburbs of 
Berlin in which lives were lost. The 
dispatch adds that the troope in some 
inetamces refused to fire on strikers. 

Nearly 600,000 persons are already on 
etrike in Berlin, and the number is be- 
ing added to hourly the Exchange Tele- 
@raph correspondent at Copenhagen 
telegraphs under Tuesday’s date. The 
movement is being extemded to the 
provincial towns. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Po- 
litken of Copenhagen reports that the 
strikers have formed a workmen’s 
council of 500, with an “action commis- 
sion” of ten men and women, including 
Hugo Haase, the independent socialist 
leader, and Philip Scheidemann, the 
majority socialist leader. 

Other members of the commission i.- 
clude Georg Ledebour and William 
Dittmann, independent socialists, and 
Friederich Ebert and Herr Braun, ma- 
jority/socialists, the dispatch adds. 

hé commission, it is stated, asked 
err Walraff, the minister of the in- 
terior, to grant permission for the hold- 
ing of meetings. Herr Wallraf, it is 
added, declared he would not negotiate 
with the workmen, but would receive 
socialist members of the parliament.

ISSUE ULTIMATUM.

Ss Immediate release of all polit- 
teal prisoners. 

Seventh. Fundamental democratiza- 
tion of state institutions. 

Eighth. The institution of equal elec- 
toral suffrage by direct secret ballot.

AT KIEL SHIPYARDS. 


Amsterdam, January 30.—The Vos- 
Sische Zeitung (Berlin) of Tuesday’s 
date reports that all the workmen in 
the Kiel shipyards, including the gov- 


‘ ermment yards, went on strike on Mon- 


day, and that all bakers’ shops have 
been guarded since Friday by troops 
and armed police.

each. 

“When, however, one considers that 
such serious illness as pneumonia, acute 
otitis, inflammatory rheumatism. and 
erysipelas, the comparison betwéén the 
camps pf the Pacific slope and Camp 
Cody, Camp Pike and Camp ge 
make it appear that climatic and gther 
local conditions have some effect in 
causing these particular diseases,” the 
report said. ; 

At Camp Pike the number of pneu- 
monia cases was larger by far than 
at any other camp. There were three 
times as many cases of pneumonia at 
Camp Cody an at any one of the 
sites on the Pacific ; 

Some complaints as to climatic con- 
ditions were heard at all camps ‘except 
Camp Kearney. At Deming it was dust; 
at Scott foes; at Lewis rain; at Pike 
slush and at e enow and col 

In conclusion e report said: 

“Our soldiers who are willing to make 
the supreme sacrifice are en to 
the best location that can be found. 
To refuse to select a proper and healthy 
site for their training or to fail to keep 
the established camps in a sanitary con- 
dition .would be criminal negligence, 
meriting the severest punishment 
sible.”

Educated 
in the public schools of Paterson, he 
later became a stenographer. and in 
1898 enlisted for the Spanish-American 
war and was detailed as an assistant 
to Major General Fitzhugh Lee at 
Jacksonville, Fla. After the war he 
etudied law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1900. He became prominent as 
counsel for Paterson labor organiza- 
tions, as a result of which he was sent 
to congress for eight years. In 1912 
he was appointed to a Passaic county 
judgeship. 

In September, 1912, Mr. Hughes was 
chesen United States senator at a dem- 
ocfatic state primary election, taking 
his seat on March 4, 1915. He leaves a 
widow and two daughters, 16 and 8 
years old.

Signing of January Finance 
Sheet by Mayor Releases 


Funds for Many Improve- 


ments—Property Owners | 


Asked to Petition for Street 
Work Promptly. 


Following the announcement made in 
the city hall Wednesday afternoon that 
Mayor Candler had signed the January 
apportionment sheet, heads of the sev- 
eral city departments got busy with 
their plans for spending the money ap- 
propriated for the respective depart- 
ments. 

Chairman J. N. Landers, of the street 
committee, made arrangements for @& 
joint meeting of his committee, the 
sewer committee and the county public 
works committee for Friday afternoon. 
This meeting, which will be an execu- 
tive session, will be. held for the pur- 
pose of planning for co-operation be- 
tween the city and county authorities 
in street improvements, especially in 
the repaving of Peachtree street 

Superintendent H. L. Celiier, of the 
street department, reiterated his inten- 
tion of giving first attention to Peach- 
tree street between the Candler build- 
ingw and Forrest avenue, which is rap- 
idly becoming impassable. 

Owners Must Petition. 

Chairman Landers made a frank 


statement that if property owners along 
the streets for which appropriations 
have been made do not promptly peti- 
tion council to have the work done, 
the amount set aside for improvements 
on such streets will be turned over to 
other streets where the owners are so 
anxious to have the improvements that 
at least 51 per cent of them have signed 
a petition to that effect. 

Repairs and improvements will also 
be undertaken on the following streets 
as soon as possible, provided the prop- 
erty owners send in a petition as re- 
quired by law where new work or re- 
paving is to be done: 

Lee street, from Park to McCall's 
crossing; Pryor street, from Vassar to 
the underpass; West Alabama street, 
from Forsyth to the plant of the Pitts- 
burg Plate Glass company. 

Chief Collier is already planning to 
get bids on wood blocks, granite 
blocks, brick, cement and other sup- 
plies to be used in street work during 
the first half of the year. 


Prompt School Construction. 


In order that no time will be lost, 
the finance committee of the schoo! 
board will hold a meeting in a day or 
two and take initial steps to insure the 
construction of the three new school 
buildings before school opens next fall. 

Architects will be asked to submit 
plans for schools that can be built 
within the appropriations allowed for 
each and as soon as suitable plans are 
selected bids on the construction work 
will be asked. Members of the board 
stated Tuesday that if they have no un- 
usual difficulty in securing labor and 
material they will be able to turn the 
new schools over to the public by Sep- 
tember 1. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy. city health offi- 
cer, expressed his pleasure when he 
learned that the mayor had signed the 
apportionment sheet. 

“We will now be able to extend the 
scupe of our work by more frequent in- 
spection of dairies, restaurants and 
markets, and the two additional health 
nurses provided for by the sheet will 
prevent much suffering in the city and 
will probably save some lives.

The patrons of Mantell this week have 
enjoyed Shakespeare as a hungry man en- 
joys a feast, and their very number has 
proven that.Atlanta is glad of an opportu- 
nity to support a revival of the Shake- 
spearean classics.

Highway Conétruction 
Durirtg the Waf. 


Secretary Houston, of the department oe. 
agriculture, in a communication to the Amer- 


ican Association of State Highway officials, | 


sets forth the policy he thinks 
should be followed in highway construction 
during the war. The secretary says: 

“So far as it is practicable to do so, this 
department will urge the maintenance of 
the higftways already constructed; the con- 
struction and completion of those highways 
which ate vitally important because of their 
bearing wpon the war situation or for the 
movement of commodities; the postponement 
of all highway construction relatively less 
essentfal or not based upon important mili- 
tary of economic needs. The department is 
preparing to suggest to the state highway 
departments the preparation ofa schedule of 
work for the federal aid projects for 1918 
in line with this policy. | 

‘In carrying out the policy thus announced 
there has been sent out by the office of 
public roads of the department of agricul- 
ture schedule forms on which the states are 
requested to set forth their proposed federal 
aid work for the 1918 working season. These 
schedules call for a description of each road, 
the character, quantity and rail haul of the 
materials to be used, the probable cost, the 
amount of federal funds desired, the specific 
purpose of the improvement, its bearing upon 
the war situation, and what effect a delay 
of the work until 1919 or later would have. 
With the information thus assembled and 
classified, an efficient road construction pro- 
gram is assured. While it. is impossible to 
make any definite statement regarding the 
transportation of road materials, the expecta- 
tions are that the transportation situation 
will be improved and that the shipment of 
such materials for essential projects can be 
made,

Frequently the inquiry is made, “What is’ 


the féderal trade commission doing?’ This 
is the*commission of which Willian J. Harris, 
a Georgian, is chairman. In all fairness it 
is doing-.a wonderful work in turning the 
searchlights on “big business” that are par- 
ese important factors in our present 
oom! cial needs. That commisgon is 
charged with the investigation of céits of 
production, the supply and demand, 
and imports, and everything, indeed, t qt can 
be of the least benefit in deriving at all the 
facts regarding a commodity, and what its 
status in the markets, as of today, should be. 
it is not a routing, distributing, legislative 
or judicial. organization. After it gathers, 
through its expert investigations, and hear- 
ings, all the facts then are turned over to 
the next department that has to deal with the 
particular situation, whatever it is. 

Right now the federal trade commission 
is making an important investigation of 
the leather and hide situation; and this gets 
mighty close:..to the pocketbook of every 
American who lives above the frost belt and 
has to wear shoes,' : 

It ig admitted. that abnormally high 
prices are at present being charged for 
shoes and other leather products, for leather 
itself and for “packer” hides from which 
the better qualities of leather are made 
The commission has just run down the fig- 
ures and finds that this is true, in face of the 
fact that exceedingly large stocks of packer 
hides are on hand 

A salient fact in the report is that the 
Slaughter of cattle and calves in the United 
States increased during the past five years 
by 6,100,000 head, or practically 30 per cent, 


1,500,000 of the increase being in calves. Such’ 
a record of slaughter of food animals cer-' 


tainly ought not at the same time to mean 
that the country should be forced to pay 
abnormally high prices for leather products 
made from the correspondingly increased 
take-off hides.

Mayor Makes Sensational 
Charge Regarding Manage- 
ment of City Institution. 


Magon, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Charg that the Macon city hospital, 
which Ras only recently been enlarged 
at an expense of over $200,000 and 
which is now valued at a half million 
dollars, is the worst managed institu- 
tion of its kind in the country, Mayor 
Glenn Toole, who has been in office a 


couple of months and who, it is said, 


has shown antipathy toward members 
of the hospital board, especially A. R. 
Willingham, who was dropped from the 
board shortly after the new city ad- 
ministration came into ®@¥fice, has stir- 
red a local hornet’s nest. 

The charge was made by Mayor Toole 


during the meeting of city council, 
when a communication from City 
Treasurer W. H. Gates was read asking 
for disposition of a matter of $6,000 
accumulated indebtedness of the hos- 
pital . The treasurer stated that some 
of the accounts were long past due; 
that $2,500 of the amount was for fur- 
nishings for the hospital and that the 
annual appropriation of the hospital 
had been overdrawn. 

The mayor said that while he hated 
to do it, he felt it his duty to say that 
the hospital was the 
institution in the country 
is a losing proposition. 

The challenge of the mayor was ac- 
companied by Alderman W. J. Little. a 
member of the hospital staff of phy- 
Sicians, who declared that the city gets 
more money back in fees from the hos- 
pital than from any other municipal! in- 
stitution, and the hospital is making 
the city a return pf from $40,000 to $50,- 
000 a year. The city appropriates $12,- 
000 a year to the hospital for charity 
cases. Dr. Little states that at the next 
meeting of council he will have a pre- 
pared statement showing what the hos- 
pital has done ina financial way. Mem- 
bers of the hospital commission are also 
to have something to say in reply to 
the mayor.

INSURED TO A MAN; 
TOTAL, $157,365 ,500

Camp Sevier, Greenville, S. C., Janu- 
ary 30.—(Special.)—War insurance ag- 
gregating $157,365,500 had been applied 
for up to last Saturday by the offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Thirtieth 
divisional insurance officer just issued. 
divisional insuranhce officer just issued. 
According to the report 22,694 policies 
have been taken out and slightly over 
80 per cent of the division’s strength 
are now insured, a record beaten by 
very few army organizations, according 
to the list in the office of the insurance 
officer at Camp Sevier. 

The average amount of insurance ap- 
plied for by the soldiers at Camp Se- 
vier is approximately $5,000 per man, 
counting those not insured as well as 
those who have applied for policies. 

Leading all organizations in the num- 
ber of policies applied for at Camp Se- 
vier is the 117th infantry, which was 
formerly the Third Tenmessee infantry. 
This regiment hes credit on the insur- 
ance officer’s records for a greater 
number of policies than there are men 
in its ranks. Insurance amounting to 
$20,801.50 has been taken out by the 
members of this unit. The 120th infan- 
try has only 54 policies less than men 
and the 114th Field artillery is within 
22 of having as many policies as men. 

The record for the largest amount of 
insurance is held by the 119th infantry, 
with $22,642,000, and the 120th infan- 
try is second in this respect, with $21,- 
995,000. The 115th Field artillery is 
credited with having taken $10,927,000; 
the 114th Field artillery with $10,797,- 
000; the 118th infantry $17,054,000, and 
the 105th engineers $7,269,000. The 
115th Field artillery is the largest sub- 
scriber per capita. 

Ambulance Company No. 119 now 
has a perfect record, every one of the 
119 men in this organization having in- 
sured. The most remarkable record of 
all “outfits” of the division, however, 
is that of Company BE, 119th infan-

LIGHTENED AT SHERIDAN 


For First Time in Three Weeks 
Ohio Soldiers May Visit 
Montgomery. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 30.—(Spe- 
cial. )—While the restrictions prohibit- 
ing soldiers of Camp SheMdan from 
visiting the city of Montgomery will 
not be lifted in toto, more men will be 
allowed to come into town and there 
daily will be a lightening of the “‘quar- 
antine”’ in effect for the last three 
weeks. 

Major General Charles G. Treat, com- 
manding the Buckeye division, stated 
that there would be a material lessen- 
ing of the restrictions and that more of 
the men nightly would be allowed to 
leave camp when their day’s work was 
finished. Most of the soldiers at Sheri- 
dan have been vaccinated, and General 
Treat Monday was tendered a report 
from Major W. T. Robertson showing 
that more than 11,000 people, includ- 
ing all barbers, waiters’ and soda dis- 
pensers in the city of Montgomery, had 
heen vaccinated by United States pub- 
lic health officers. : 

The sick report showed a percentage 
of 3.2 of ineffeciives, an increase of .1 
over Sunday's report, according to Gen- 
eral Treat, and 97 per cent of the 
men are suffering with respiratory af- 
fections, several cases of bronchitis 
now being treated at the base hospit ]

AS THEY WENT TO DEATH 


Nurse Tells of the Torpedoing. 
of Transport Aragon—Hun- | 
dreds of Lives Lost. 


London, January 30.—The transport 
and the fleet auxiliary which were 
sunk early this month in the Mediter- 
ranean, as announced in the house of 
commons last week, were the Aragon 


and the Osmanieh. 


An official statement concerning the 
sinking of these Vessels says: 

“The transport: Aragon, Captain 
Francis Bateman commanding, was tor- 
pedoed and sunk in the eastern Medi- 
terranean on December 30. A British 
destroyer while picking up. survivors 
from the Aragon was herself. torpedoed 
and sunk, as reported January 7. 

“The mercantile fleet auxiliary Os- 
manieh, Lieutenant Commander D.. R. 
Mason commanding, struck a mine and 
sank approximately in the same locai- 
ity December 31. These are the vesseis{ - 
referred to in the house of commons 
on January 23. 

“The casualties on the Aragon were! 
Officers, 4; crew, 15; military officers, 
10; soldiery, 581. 

“Osmanieh: Officers, 3; 
military officers, 1; soldiery, 
male nurses, 8. 

“Both captains were casualties.” 

A nurse who was on board the Afa- 
gon when the vessel was torpedped 
writes: 

“When the stern was down in the 
water and the bows were in the air 
the troops on board were singing.” 

The nurse, with other sisters, previ- 
ously had left the doomed vessel mM a 
life boat, which succeeded in picking 
up many of the men who had escaped 
from the Aragon on life rafts. Later, 
according to this nurse, the destroyer 
which was escorting the Aragon was 
torpedoed “right amidships.” 

“She went clean in half,” said the 
nurse. “She wags close by had’ 
picked up hundreds of “Tommies.’ They 
had to go dowa again, and that, to my 
mind, was the worst of all.”* ’ 

According to the narrative of the 
nurse, the Aragon was torpedoed soon 
after leaving: (place not named) with 
destroyers a8 escorts. The day after 
the landing of the survivors, the nurse 
writes, another ship with forty nurses 
on board was torpedoed at exactly the 
same place, sinking in five minutes.

Washington, January 3°~—Increases 
of about 15 per cent in railroad com- 
modity rates from the east and inte- 
rior points were authorized by the in- 
terstate commerce commission today in 
finally deciding the famous inter-moun- 
tain rates to the coast equal to higher 
rates .maintained to Spokane, Denver, 
Salt Fake City, Reno and other interme- 
diate cities and remove the rate dis- 
crimination against which commercial 
interests of these cities have long pro- 
tested. _ The order becomes effective 
March 15.
